1. Without unpredictability, creativity can not exist 

2. When you completely submit to Allah, He ALONE will 
show you secrets you never knew existed 


3. The secret to submitting( to Allah) completely, especially to His Qadar( at 
the strike of calamity), it that Allah is testing your belief and trust in Him, in 
order that He may see you fit to teach you what you did not know( although, 
you may have thought you did) 


4. There is a beauty to the submission of Allah, that no soul can tell you, 
except those who have tasted it 


5. Don’t judge people. As some say: “ Face your front” i.e. take care of what 
concerns you, and do not preoccupy yourself with that which does not concern 
you 


6, Bliss is at the top edge of calamity 
7. Have no doubt in Allah, and He shall fulfil your purpose 


8. When it seems that all roads lead downhill, have muraqqabah( watchfulness 
of Allah). Know that Allah is watching your heart and actions, waiting for you 
to fully submit to him 


9. Don’t be in constant distress over where you are physically; take care( by 
the will of Allah), of your positive inclinations, wishes and desires( within your 
Allah- given capacity), and Allah will take care of the rest of your faculties, 
physical/ spiritual existence/ location and otherwise

1. It is not for you to worry about what the reality of what happens to you. 
Your main concern, is taking care of your reactions- in light of your belief in 
Allah 


2.Failure is in lack of patience; all sought-after success awaits you at the other 
end of patience; through its bitter, cold tunnel( metaphorically speaking), of 
which only Allah brings one ease. Completely submit to Allah(ALONEBE), and 
completely humble yourself to His Grandeur and decree 


3,There is a wisdom to everything. Allah decrees everything. No one will ever 
know the secrets of Allah. The least one should do, is to know Allah, believe in 
Him, worsship Him alone, and trust completely, in the unseen with Him 


4.Everything that Allah decrees is good; whether one understands that or not. 
Belief in it is key. Belief in it is the differentiating factor 


5. Submission( to Allah) is bliss 


6. Life is illusive. It may just elude uou, if one is not careful/ constantly and 
unendingly watchful. Don’t look to where you are physically( in this temporary 
abode). Look where your heart is( i.e. its inclinations, desires, wants, wishes 
and affirmations). 


7. If your heart is in congruence with the path of the Prophets, then rejoice 
internally( at the bare minimum), thank Allah and keep moving on the path to 
Allah. Keep begging Him for further guidance. 


8. If your heart is not aligned with the path of the Prophets, then beg Allah 
with the utmost sincerity, and submissiveness, to guide you.

1. Some people believe that just by looking at you( strangely), your Allah- 
given path would cease 


2. Never give in to the demands of one full of hate. It is them that needs to 
rectify their relationship with Allah, then with his Creation( the Creation of 
Allah).

4. I have never seen a quicker way for ones du’as to be answered other than, 
completely leaving off harming others by your own desires, and leaving off 
oppression in all its forms; whether it isito your self, or the other creation of 
Allah.

5. I have never known of a faster way to destruction except by persisting in 
harming others( knowingly)( out of line with the understanding of the 
Shari’ah), and by persisting in oppression, in any of its forms( whether to 
yourself or to the Creation of Allah), moreso without a morsel of regret. Wa 
Allahu A’‘lam 


Reflections of an awakening slave( of Allah): Part 2- Edris Kibalama 


1. In the confines of the worldly life, taking all the means never guarantees 
the specified goal. In the spiritual realm, taking all the necessary means, 
always guarantees the goal, ONLY by the permission, command, mercy and 
forgiveness of Allah 


2. The thing about exercising too much fear( without the balance of hope), is 
that your inclinations are slightly warped, to say the least. Thus goes for the 
one exercising too much hope( without the balance of fear, or in its complete 
absence) 


3. If you sincerely desire to be in the constant worship of Allah, and under his 
protection, never leave off these 4: 


a. Istikhaarah- to seek assistance with Allah in all decisions 

b. Isti’aanah- to seek assistance with Allah in all matters 

c. Isti ‘aadha- to seek refuge in Allah from all that distresses you 

d. Istighaatha- to seek rescue from Allah, from all that you fear may harm you 


4. Physical provision alone should not be sought after from the dunia. Most 
importantly, seek spiritual provision

hardly be made out. I then continued to follow the figure in-front until we 
reached the famous junctions/ crossroads within central Abuja area. As the 
figure began to leave and disappear never to be seen( Wa Allahu A’lam) again, 
it made a gesture of takbir as it left, as one would do as they are starting their 
Salat/ Prayers to Allah. As I did not have much provisions let alone access to a 
clock/ the time etc, I figured it was fajr, so due to extreme fear, lack of 
provision and safety, the dangers I encountered on the streets of Abuja as a 
homeless person and the need to fulfil my Creator’s command of praying my 
Fajr/ morning prayer, I immediately made takbeer and started prayer. A 
Muslim must not look to his sides or move around in his prayer, once it 
commences, however as I concentrated on my prayer( Wa Allahu Alam), I 
could see at the corner of my eyes, figures on the left and figures on the right, 
aligned on both sides of me in prayer formation, in the form of clear, dark 
shadows. Once I completed my prayer and was in the process of giving 
tasleem/ the ending of the prayer, the figures disappeared and I was back 
again confronted with the reality of my temporary homelessness on the streets 
of Central Abuja, Nigeria.
